SPECIAL PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 


TO GfrASD HIM. 


ALL READY FOR FINAL SCENE 


CONDEMNED HAN'S FATHER'S 


LAST MESSAGE. 


Auburn, MT. Y., Oct. 28.— The offi- 


cials of Auburn prison today began 
final preparations for the execution 
of Leon F. Czolgosz. 


Warden J* Warren Head, who has 


recovered .from his recent indisposi- 
tion, today conferred with Electrician 
Eavid and the keepers and guards 
who will assist in the execution, and 
the program was carefully gone over, 
Warden Mead has selected his assist- 
ants from among the prison employes 
who have had the widest experience 
in executions. 


It is understood that the prison of- 


ficials will use every precaution to 
prevent Colzgosz from talking in tho 
death chamber, it being their desire 
that anything he may wi&H to say 
be said in the condemned cell. 


PRISONER UNCHANGED. 


The prisoner's attitude is reported 


as unchanged. Apparently he does 
not desire to see any one and declines 
to talk except in monosyllables. For 
two days a brother-in-law of the con- 
demned man has been seeking per- 
mission to sea hint. 


In order to have him identified the 


warden went to tHe prisoner and 
asked if he could describe his brother- 
in-law. He replied: 


"I did not see my sister married 


1and I do not know the man." 


"Would you like to see -him?" was 


asked. 


"No; I don't care," was the reply. 
"He wants to be let alone," said 


Warden Mead today, "arid we let him 
alone. The prisoner is unchanged in 
demeanor and health/' 


Tonight, at 6 o'clock, after the 


•death warrant has been read, an 
extra guard will be placed in the cell 
with Csolgosa. That portion of the 
prison in which four other condemned 
men are kept has been partitioned off 
from Czolgosz's cell by an iron 
screen. 


EXTRA GUARDS. 


The extra guards on duty at the 


prison gates will be maintained until 
after the execution tomorrow morn- 
ing. The guards were doubled mere- 
ly as a precautionary measure and 
not because there is reason to believe 
the extra men will be needed. The 
police of the city are co-operating 
with the prison officials and keep a 
close watch on all trains entering the 
city. 


They, too, feel that there is a re- 


mote possibility of an act of vio- 
lence on the part of some crank im- 
bued with a wild plan of either aid- 
ing or injuring the prisoner, and they 
hope to prevent anything of the kind. 


Guards and police keep a close 


watch on State street, on which the 
main entrance and prison wall front, 
The prison was perfectly quiet today 
and at no time were there any loiter- 
ers anywhere in its vicinity. 


Passers took a fleeting look at tho 


minaret-like watch tower nt the 
south wall, which is almost directly 
over the execution chamber, or peered 
in through the gate ait the front cf 
the building, but none of them 
stopped. 
Whenever a visitor rang 


the bell at the main entrance two 
guards responded. 


ANO.THER SAFEGUARD. 


Warden Head has thrown still an- 


other safeguard around the prisonei 
to prevent any miscarriage of the 
plans formulated for his execution. 


He has directed the death watch to 


insist that any general conversation 
which the prisoner may have w*th a 
visitor be carried on in English and 
be held -within the hearing of i 
guard. The one exception under th 
ruling "will be in case the prisone 
makes a confession to one of the 
Polish priests, In that case thi 
guards will withdraw out of hearing 
but not out of sight of the prisoner 


BROTHER AT PRISON. 


Czolgcsz's brother, Waldeck Csol 


gosz, and ''brother-in-law Waldeck 
Thomas Baaid'Dwski did not see 
prisoner -this morning1.'

- Several times during 
the night she was awakened by at- 
tacks of sickness, but was unable to 
arise until

The state is nearing the end of its 


list of witnesses-in the Dunn case 
and within a very short time the 
last of the prosecution's evidence will 
have been submitted to the jury. 


Prosecutor Emrick stated at noon 


today that comparatively few yet re- 
mained to be examined for the state. 
He. thought it possible the evidence 
for the prosecution might be con- 
cluded today, or by noon on Tuesday. 
Neither Mr. Emrick nor Judge Hench 
would forecast the nature of the re- 
maining evidence and both stated 
firmly, though courteously, that they 
could not discuss the matter further 
at this time. 


The evidence of the morning re- 


lated very largely to incidents dur- 
ing the search for the missing girl, 
of conversations, with Dunn, and of 
remarks made by him during the 
days following the disappearence of 
the girl. W. L. Kerlin, one of the 
undertakers 
-who prepared Alice 


Cothrell's body for burial, gave tes- 
timony concerning the condition of 
the girl's tongue. 


Asked when Marie Sampleson or 


"Del" Heed were to be placed upon 
the stand,'the ^attorneys for the pros- 
ecution reiterated 
that they could 


say no more about the case. There 
have been for several days rumors to 
the effect that the girl Marie was 
about 
to 
become a mother, but 


those who might have information 
as to the truth 
or falsity 
of the 


rumor decline to give any informa- 
tion or to discuss the matter.

Schley court of inquiry resumed its 
sitting at 11 o'clock today Admiral 
Schley tooK the stand, and after be- 
ing reminded by Admiral Dewey 
that he was still under oath, con- 
tinued his testimony. When he 
left the stand on Friday his exam- 
ination in chief had been almost con- 
cluded and when he resumed today 
it was with the understanding that 
after comparatively few questions 
had been asked by Mr. Raynor he 
would be placed in the hands of 
Judge Advocate 
Lemly 
and Mr. 


Hanna for cross-examination, 


DISPUTED CONTROVERSIES. 
Mr. Raynor's questions were again 


directed toward throwing light upon 
disputed points in the controversy 
and most of them concerned conver- 
sations which various witnesses for 
the navy department had reported as 
having had with the admiral. Be* 
fore the adjournment on Friday he 
had asked him about the majority 
of those conversations and the prin- 
cipal ones left for today were those' 
which were reported to have taken 
place between Admiral Schley and 
Admiral (then Captain) Evans, of the 
Iowa, and Commander Sharp, of the 
Vixen. 
The admiral's 
version of 


these interviews differed 
consider- 


ably from, that of the other parties 
to them. 


The cross-examination is evidently 


calculated to cover quite an extended 
period of time. 


The attendance was as large today 


as it has been every day since Ad- 
miral Schley went on the stand. 


Previous to Admiral Schley taking 


the stand 
Lieutenant Commander 


Harlow was called to correct his tes- 
timony. This occupied but a few 
minutes and Admiral Schley took the 
stand about 11:10 o'clock. 


Mr. Raynor's first question, related 


to an incident testified to by Lieu- 
tenant Grant of a melee the ships 
got into on the way from Cienfuegos 
to Santiago, when it met a sailing 
vessel. 


DECK OFFICER'S FAULT. 


The admiral replied that he had 


an indistinct recollection of the in- 
cident. He said that whenever the 
squadron stopped it was always in 
conformity with signals previously 
made, "If there was any mix-up as 
testified to," he said, "it must have 
been as the result of the carelessness 
of the officer of the deck in not carry- 
ing out the signals from the flag 
ship." 


Reverting to Hay 31, the day of 
he reconnoisance, Mr. Raynor asked 
he witness if he recollected any 
ignal from the Massachusetts to the 
squadron not to go in any closer. 


"I cannot recall that 
signal at 


all," 
replied Admiral Schley. "It 


would have been, of .course, unneces- 
sary in view of the fact that no ves- 
sel could have left the line without 
permission from the flag ship or the 
commander-in-chief. 


Mr. Raynor then asked Admiral 


Schley regarding alleged conversa- 
tions with Admiral (then Captain) 
Evans on July 4th or 5th. 


"I did have a conversation with 


him," replied the witness, "but I do 
not remember whether it was on the 
4th or 5th. I would say of Captain 
Evans, as I have said of all the 
others, I do not believe he would 
willingly misstate. 


BOB DID BLOW A BIT. 


"I think his recollection is at 


fault. He did have a conversation 
with me in relation to shooting the 
bow off of one of the torpedo boats 
and the stern off another and putting 
his helm astarboard and raking one 
ship and then aport and raking an- 
other* 


"My recollection now is that pre- 


liminarily he said to me, 'Did you see 
Jack Philip start to run away?' and 
I said 'no,' that he was mistaken. 
It was the Brooklyn that made the 
turn and I asked him if he did not 
see the tactical necessity for it" 


Hr. Raynor then called 
Admiral 


during the battle off Santiago, and 
Captain 'Dawson, who commanded 
the marines on that vessel, to the 
effect that the Brooklyn, when she 
made the loop, went southward a 
mile or a mile and a half. 


"I think they are entirely and ab- 


solutely mistaken," replied the wit- 
ness. 
BROOKLYN DID KOT -RT7H SOTFTH 


"The Brooklyn did not pass to the 


southward of the line except the dis- 
tance perhaps of her tactical diam- 
eter, which surely was not greater 
than 600 yards, and from that time 
she steered a course parallel to the 
Spaniards and I do not think we 
were over 2,300 or 2,400 yards at 
any time from the Spanish line. I 
say emphatically that tho Brooklyn 
did not run south and any statement 
to the contrary is a mistake."

CROSS-EXAMINATION BEGUN. 
He was first asked about the con- 


sultation with the commanders at 
Hampton roads before the

squadron sailed 
to the southward. 


In reply Admiral Schley said that 
Captains Higginson, Jewell, Sands, 
Cook and 'Marx were present. 
He 


explained that they had discussed 
the order of battle in case the Span- 
ish fleet was met and also the ques 
tion of place below the war heads of 
the over water torpedoes. 


"Was there any other consultation 


with the captains?'' 


"Yes, off Santiago, for the purpose 


of explaining the formation of the 
blockade and the method of attack in 
ca^e we met the Spanish fleet/ 


"Was there any prescribed order 


of battle in writing?1' 


"I did not consider it necessary. 


We would fight the ships by signal." 


"Was there time to place the order 


of battle in writing?" 


"Yes/> 
"Da not the regulations prescribe 


that the order of battle shall be re- 
duced to writing?" 


"I do not recall?" 
The judge advocate.then questioned 


Admiral Schley as to the identity of 
the Cubans who had informed him 
at Hampton Roads that the portion 
of the island of Cuba where Havana 
and Cienfuegos are located was well 
held by 'the Spanish soldiers.

replied that he could not give the 
names; that they were Cubans who 
had come to him as commr.nder 
the flying squr.drcn to g:v*j I.Ini I 
information. 


THE TALK WITH SA1CPSOH. 
He was Ithen clcsely questioned us 


to who was present in the cabin of 
the New York at Key West when he 
talked over the campaign with Ad- 
miral Sampson. 


Admiral Schlcy replied that Cap- 


tain Chadwick had been present part 
of the time. 


"When was this?' 
"On May 18." 
"Did Admiral Sampson exhibit to 


you any or nil the instructions he had 
from the navy department?** 


"No. 
He simply spoke of his con- 


fidential instructions from the secre- 
tary of the navy." 


Admiral Schley said he and Ad- 


miral 
Sampson talked 
of 
many 


things. 
It was a rather long con- 


ference and he reiterated that he 
could not 
recall whether Captain 


Chadwick was present all the time. 


The judge advocate then jumped 


to the communication from the Mar- 
blehead conveyed to Schley 'through 
the Eagle while tha flying squadron 
was on its way to Cienfuegos. 


The admiral said that the message 


he received was that there was no 
news of the Spanish fleet. The judge 
advocate then asked Admiral Schley 
if he regarded 
as expeditious the 


journey of the squadron from Key 
West to Cienfuegos in view of the 
instruction to establish the blockade 
there with as little delay as possible. 


THOUGHT IT EXPEDITIOUS. 
Cruising as he was in squadron 


against a current Admiral Schley re- 
plied that he did. 


The judge advocate ttisu asked 


about the speed from Charleston to 
Key West to show that the speed 
from Key West southward was not so 
great. 


He asked why at one stage the ad- 


miral had signalled to the Massachu- 
setts that if she could make 'ten knots 
it would be sufficient. 


The admiral replied that after three 


years it was-pretty difficult to tell 
just why a particular signal had been 
made when there was nothing start- 
ling to fix it. 


"Your speed was two knots less 


from Key We& to Cienfuegos than 
from Charleston to Key West?" 


"Apparently.*' 
"Why, at 2:45 p. m. May 21, ac- 


cording to the log did you slow to 
four and one-half knots?" 


"I think it was on account of a fire 


aboard the Scorpion." 


"Why did you stop at midnight 


May 21 before your r.i rival at Cien- 
fuegos?" 


"We were ten or twelve miles from 


the height in the land where the 
mouth of the harbor of Cienfuegos 
was and we stopped until daylight. 
I did not care to arrive there in the 
dark." 


Admiral Schley was asked why he 


did not personally communicate with 
Captain McCalla when he met the 
Marblehead on the way down. 
He 


replied tha't he saw the auxiliary 
coming down from the Marblehead to 
communicate with him. 
It was Cap- 


tain McCalla's duty if he possessed 
important information to communi- 
cate it. 


"V7as it the duty of the senior of- 


ficer to call for report or the junior's 
duty to volunteer it?" 


:'The junior officer invariably vol- 


unteers such information." 


"Did Captain Chester inform you 


that Captain McCalla, who came 
aboard the Cincinnati, had lately 
been at Cienfuegos in communication 
with the insurgents?" 


"No." 


METHODS OF BLOCKADE. 


Th? witness said he had had no con- 


versation with Captain Chester about 
the methods of blockade. 
The con- 


versation dealt rather vrith the 
habits and usages of the blockade. 


"Did you learn from Captain Ches- 


ter or Capta'iu HcCalla that several 
gunboats were reported at Cienfue- 
gos?" 


"I heard -thalt in Key West. 
It 


was the general report there," replied 
the witness. 


"What official information and in- 


structions did you get at Key West 
from the commander-in-chief?" asked 
Captain Lemly. 


"His orders of course to proceed and 


the conversation I have detailed with 
him." 


The witness said he thought he 


could tell why the department issued 
its order regarding the protection of 
ships from land batteries when Cap- 
tain Lemly objected. 


The court decided that they did not 


care for this. 
The witness said he 


was on board the New York, as well 
as he could remember, at that time 
frcm a half to three-quarters of an 
hour. 


Mr. 
Hanna then read *hvo dis- 


patches from the department dnlt 
Washington, May 16, regarding the 
reported presence of 'the Spanish fleet 
near Curacoa. 
Captain Lemly asked 


the witness if he was familiar wi'th 
these dispoitches when he had his 
conversation with Admiral Sampso 


SAMPSON MENTIONED THEM. 
"Admiral Sampson merely men- 


tioned them to inc," replied 'the wit 
ness. 
"I had not seen 'them." 


Captain Lemly then took up the 


question of naval regulations and 
asked the witness if he was familiar 
with them. 


"Yes," responded Admiral S:hley. 
Captain Lemly then read a number 


of articles of the regulations, in each 


j -*c? .asking the witness if he hid 


c 'implied with the terms of the para- 
graph. 
The first paragraph was No. 


267 and requires rthe commander-in- 
chief when preparing his fleet or 
squadron to meet -the enemy to com- 
municate his general orders, instruc- 
tions, private signals and such other 
information as will enable each so 
far as possible to understand his 
duty when in action and at all other 
times. 


"I think I complied with that," re- 


plied the witness. 


"How and in wha<t manner?" asked 


Captain Lemly. 


"By issuing general orders for the 


organization of the squadron* the in- 
structions and their private signals?" 


The examination continued along 


this line for some time. Admiral 
Schley maintaining that it was not 
necessary to supply each captain of 
a fleet with written plan of battle; 
that any plan originated is subject to 
change, and that no battle ever was 
fought on the plan originally chosen. 


NOT CALLED FOR, 


At this poin't Mr. Raynor, address- 


ing himself (to Captain Lemly. said 
he did not want to object to this lino 
of questioning, but 'that there was no 
specification which called for it. 


"I wifffi to submit to the judge ad- 


vocate as well as to the court," he 
said, "that here is -a section of tho 
naval regulations which says 'He 
shall, if possible, before going into 
action, supply every captain with a 
plan of brittle, and assign thereon 
the position each shall occupy,' There 
is no specification here 'thot he dis- 
obeyed any regulation of the navy. 
I am confident that if he had dis- 
obeyed 
any regulation that 
they 


would have 'been in the specification, 
because they include almost every- 
thing in relation to the whole con- 
troversy. 
I do not see the word 


'written' instruction in any of them. 
I suppose 'there must be, some discre- 
tion left to the, man in command of 
a fleet, Admiral Schley *could not 
supply a plan of battle at Key We&t 
or nit Cienfuegos tha't took place be- 
fore Santiago. 
When was the time 


to supply it. 
There was not a mo- 


ment of time between June 1 and 
July 3 that he had a righit to supply 
nny plan of action. 
That is the 


p3int I wish to make. 
Naval regu- 


lations of doubtful import and am- 
biguous phraseology are brought in 
here." 
FOLLOW THE FLAG AN OKDEK. 


Kr. Raynor said that the question 


of naval regulations had not beeV 
brought to the attention cf Admiral 
Schley; that they had had no 'oppor- 
tunity to go into it. 
"I think,*' He 


said, "that *follow the flag' is an or- 
der of battle. 
How often has the 


signal 'follow the flag' been given* 
The only signal Nelson ever gave at 
Trafalgar was that 'England expects 
eveiy man to do his duty.7 " 


Captain Lemly asked Sir. Uayr.or 


if he was confining himself to July 
3rd in regard to the plan cf baticle. 


"What order?" ashed Mr. Raynor. 
could Admiral Schley have given 
beiween June 1st and July 3rd?"' 


"H? was going out to meet the 


enemy," sMd Captain Lemley. "and 
we contend that under thoso circum- 
stances he should have had a pre- 
scribed alternative order of battle. 
This whole matter has gone right 
through the entire proceedings as to 
whether he had a prescribed order of 
battle in. writing ar.d distributed to 
the fleet under his command, and it 
belongs to that clause of the precept 
conduct <»u;ing the Santiago cam- 
paign/ " 


THE COUET DECIDES. 


The cour't at this point of the dis- 


cussion ie>tired for consultation, TIp- 
cn returning Admiral Dewey stated 
their decision as follows: 


"The court decides that all ques- 


tions to be asked of the applicant 
shall be confined to between May 19 
and June I. relating to the organiza- 
tion, management and control of that 
squadron when he was actually com- 
niander-in-chief.'' 


After examination at some length 


to fix the date of some of the events 
in front of Cienfuegos as May 23 
instead of May 22, the court took re- 
cess for luncheon. After recess Mr. 
Lemly continued his cross-examina 
tion. He attempted to make it ap- 
pear that the Iowa had gained thir- 
ty-one hours on the flying squadron 
from the time she had left Key West 
•May 20 and had arrived at Cienfue- 
gos May 22, Mr. Raynor objected 
to the assumption and Lsmly finally 
cut his figures to fourteen hours. 


ANOTHER RITLING. 


Mr. Raynor called attention to the 


fact that the precspt does not say 
any question concerning the move- 
ment of the squadron from Key West 
to Cie:ifuegos, but 
Captain Lemly 


and Mi*. Haniva contended that in- 
quiry in this line is included in the 
precept's instruction to investigate 
Admiral Scliley's conduct generally. 
In presenting his objection Mr, Ray 
nor spoke of the "charges against 
Admiral Schley,7' but Captain Lemly 
replied that there were no "charges/ 


•The court retired to consider Mr. 


Raynor's suggestion and when its 
members 
had 
returned 
Admiral 


Dev;ey announced its decision as fol- 
lows: "The court is of the opinion 
that this question is in compliance 
with its decision of this morning's 
conflict between dates of 19th of May 
and the 1st of June. The court is 
also of the opinion that this witness 
occupies a different 
position from 


any other witness on the stand and 
he is better qualified to give reasons 
than any other witness. If it is true 
that there was a delay in the trip 
from Key West to Cienfuegos the 
witness now on the stand is better 
qualified to give reasons than anyone 
else. 'So, briefly, this is a renewal oi 
the decision of this morning."

-Washington, Oct. 28.—Lieutenant 


General Miles in his annual report 
gives the total strength of the army 
at the present time as 84,513, of 
which 
number 33,874 are in the 


United States, 43,239 in the Philip- 
pines, 4,914 in Cuba, the remainder, 
in small detachments, being- in Porto 
Hico, Hawaii, China and Alaska. 


He says it is expected that the 


force in Cuba will be very much re- 
duced and hopes that the force in 
the Philippines also can be reduced. 


General Miles does not approve of 


the present organization of the ar- 
tillery corps, saying that it estab- 
lishes another bureau in Washing- 
ton. 
Ke believes in the former regi- 


mental organization. 
Speaking of 


the army canteen, which is abolished 
by the army reorganization law, he 
says that no injury has resulted and 
in the main the law has 'been bene- 
ficial. 


General Miles states his objections 


to the management of military af- 
fairs in the war department in the 
following language: 


'•While congress has made ample 


provisions for the 
management of 


military affairs in the organization 
of the army whereby the companies, 
regiments, brigades, divisions and 
departments are made the units of 
administration and by statute has 
clothed the officials not only with 
executive authority, but with judi- 
cial powers and responsibility, yet 
the tendency has been to absorb and 
usmp the entire conduct of the mili- 
tary establishment in the city of 
Washington, and especially in the 
staff departments. 
This has been 


found most injurious in other armies 
and is one of the principal defects 
in our own sytsem. 
The evil 
has 


been increasing during the activities 
of the wars of the last three years 
to an extent that, in my judgment, 
requires serious consideration, and I 
recommend that decentralization be 
effected as far as possible and1 that 
all proper and lawful authority bo 
restored to subordinate commanders 
who are provided with an efficient 
organization and who can be safely 
intrusted with responsibility for the 
efficient and faithful administration 
of military 
affairs 
commensurate 


with their important commands.'7 


As a large part of the army is sta- 


tioned in the western part of 
the 


United States and over one-half west 
of the Pacific ocean, General Miles 
recommends the establishment of a 
military school in southern Califor- 
nia. He also recommends the estab- 
lishment of a war college in the city 
of Washington. 


General Miles refers to a number of 


recommendations that he made in 
former reports looking to the im- 
provement of the condition of the 
army; also to orders he lias issued 
during the year to accomplish this 
purpose. 


He speaks especially of the ex- 


perience, intelligence and efficiency 
of the troops of the United States 
and the success they 
have had in 


China and the Philippines, and says 
they have borne the rigors of the 
arctic climate in Alaska 
and the 


heat of the tropics, and under all 
circumstances maintained tho high 
character of the 
American army. 


He recommends that the military 
posts throughout the country be put 
in excellent shape for troops that are 
returned from service beyond sea.

the body after the law's mandate has 
been carried out. 
TTp to yesterday 


afternoon no 
communication 
had 


been received by the elder Czolgosz 
from Waldeck and this is taken to 
mean that the father's presence is 
not desired at the death scene. The 
entire arrangements of the after part 
of the law's course are in WaldecVs 
hands and what ste-ps he will take 
is a matter of uncertainty. 


The expense of conveying the body 


from Auburn to Cleveland is one of 
the considerations that causes hesi- 
tancy in the announcement of defi- 
nite final arrangements. Paul Czol- 
gosz, the father, stated that there 
was some fear of mutilation, or other 
undesirable occurrence at some time 
or other if the

should 
be

TO GUARD HIM. 


ALL READY FOR FINAL SCENE 


CONDEMNED HAN'S FATHER'S 


LAST MESSAGE. 


Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 2S.—The offi 


cuils of Auburn prison today began 
final preparations for the execution 
of Leon F. Cnolgosz. 


Warden 3. "Warren Maad, who has 


recovered .from his recent indisposi- 
tion, today conferred with Electrician 
David .and the keepers mid guards 
who will assist in the execution, and 


1 the program was carefully gone over. 


"Warden. Mead has selected his assist- 
ants from among the prison employes 
who -have 'had the, widest experience 
in executions. 


It Is understood that the prison of- 


ficials will use every precaution to 
prevent Colzgosz from talking1 in tho 
dentil chamber, it being their desire 
that 'anything lie may wish" to say 
be said in the condemned cell. 


PRISONER UNCHANGED. 


The prisoner's attitude is reported 


as unchanged. Apparently !he doos 
not desire to see any one and declines 
to talk, except in. monosyllables. For 
two days a 'brother-in-law of the con- 
demned man hns been seeking- per- 
mission, to sea him. 


In order to have Liin identified the 


warden went to the prisoner and 
asked if he could describe his brother- 
in-law. He replied: 


"I did not see iny sister married 


'and I do not know the mnn." 


"Would you like to see -him?" was 


asked. 


"No; I don't care/' was the reply. 
"He wants to be let alone," said 


Warden Mead today, "and we let him 
alone. The prisoner is unchanged in 
demeanor find health." 


Tonight, at 6 o'clock, after the 


death -warrant has been read, an 
extra guard will be placed in the cell 
with Czolgosz. That portion of the 
prison in which four other condemned 
men ore kept (has been partitioned off 
from Czolgosz's cell by an iron 
screen. 


EXTHA GUARDS. 


The extra guards on duty at the 


prison gates will be maintained until 
after the execution tomorrow morn- 
ing. The guards were doubled mere- 
ly as a precautionary measure and 
not because there is reason to believe 
the extra men will be needed. 
The 


police of the city are co-operating 
with the -prison officials and keep a 
close watch, on all -trains entering the 
city. 


They, too, feel that there is a re- 


mote possibility of an act of vio- 
lence on the part of some crank im- 
bued with' a wild plan of either aid- 
ing or injuring the prisoner, and they 
hope to prevent anything of the kind. 


Guards nnd police keep a close 


watch, on State street, on which the 
main entrance and prison wall front. 
Tiie prison was perfectly quiet today 
and at no time were there any loiter- 
ers anywhere in its vicinity. 


Passers took a fleeting look at the 


minaret-like watch, tower at the 
south wall, which is almost directly 
over the execution chamber, or peered 
in through the gate at the front cf 
the building, but none of them 
stopped. 
Whenever a visitor rang 


tho bell at the main entrance two 
guards responded. 


ANO.THEE .S AEEGTTARD. 


Warden Mead has thrown still an- 


other safeguard around the prisoner 
to prevent any miscarriage of tho 
plans formulated for his execution. 


He has directed the death watch to 


insist that any general conversation 
which the prisoner may have with a 
visitor be carried on in English and 
be held within the hearing of a 
guard. The one exception under the 
ruling-will be in case the prisoner 
makes a confession to one of the 
Polish priests. In that case- the 
guards will withdraw out of hearing 
but not out of sight of.the prisoner. 


BROTHER AT PRISON. 


Czolgosz's brother, Waldeck Csoi- 


gos/., nnd 'brother-in-law Wnldeck 
Thomas Bxndowsld did not sse the 
prisoner this morning.' Waldo-ale 
Czolgosa appeared tin front of tsh.fi 
prison very early, but -ma'de no re- 
quest to see his bra'thftr.

VICTIMS TAKEN SICK FRIDAY. 


The young woman says she and 


her mother were taken

after eating dinner Friday. Charles 
did not eat dinner with his sister 
and mother and the young woman 
cannot account for his illness nnless, 
she says, he was affected with coal 
gas. 
Physicians who were imme- 


diately summoned when the victims 
were discovered yesterday at once 
declared they were suffering from 
the effects of slow corrosive poison- 
ing, and despite their efforts to save 
him, Charles died last evening. The 
doctors pronounce Mrs. .Webb's case 
hopeless. Miss Webb was apparently 
suffering little, although she com- 
plajiied of s&vere pains in tho head 
and claims she was taken sick sev- 
eral times Friday afternoon.

United States, 43,239 in the Philip- 
pines, 4,914 in Cuba, the remainder, 
in small detachments, being in Porto 
Rico, Hawaii, China and Alaska. 


He says it is expected that the 


force in Cuba will be very much re- 
duced and hopes that the force in 
the Philippines also can be reduced. 


General Miles does not approve of 


the present organization of the ar- 
tillery corps, saying- that it estab- 
lishes another bureau in Washing- 
ton. 
He believes in the former regi- 


mental organization. 
Speaking of 


the army canteen, which is abolished 
by the army reorganization law, he 
says that no injury has resulted and 
in the main the law has 'been bene- 
ficial. 


General Miles states his objections 


to the management of military af- 
fairs in the war department iii the 
following language: 


"While congress has made ample 


provisions for the

military affairs in the organization 
of the army whereby the companies, 
regiments, brigades, divisions and 
departments are made the units of 
administration and by statute has 
clothed the officials not only with 
executive authority, but with judi- 
cial powers and responsibility, yet 
the tendency has been to absorb and 
usurp the entire conduct of the mili 
tary establishment in the city of 
Washington, nnd especially in the 
staff departments. 
This has been 


found most injurious in. other armies 
find is one of the principal defects 
iii our own sytscm. 
The evil has 


been increasing during1 the activities 
of the wars of the last three years 
to an extent that, in my judgment, 
requires serious consideration, and I 
recommend that decentralization be 
effected as far as possible and- that 
all proper and lawful authority -bo 
restored to subordinate commanders 
who ure provided with an efficient 
organization and who can be safely 
intrusted with responsibility for the 
efficient and faithful administration 
of military 
affairs 
commensurate 


with their important commands."

ALL BIRDS FEAR MIRRORS, 


"I learned a trick, 
while in the 


Philippines in the matter of keeping 
birds out of fruit trees," volunteered 


\vell known official of the postofflce 


department to a Star reporter. 
"It 


s simple, inexpensive nnd as far as 
I could observe, practical. It con- 
lists in hanging a small mirror on the 
:op limbs of the tree. There should 
be at least six inches of string to the 
nirror, so that it can swing about 
as it is blown by . the wind. 
The 


lash of the- mirror, it appears, scares 
he birds away. One or two five-cent 
mirrors hung on a treo Is sufficient,; 
"bough, of course, three or foui would! 


be that much better. I was told tha 
this method had worked in the Phi 
ippincs successfully for many yeai 
and that the birds do not grow fa 
miliar with it as they do with a scar 
crow.

that the mirror scare is not unknow
